FesU Controlled 
By Use of Tobacco Dips 

Owing to the fact that a large 
percentage of Kentucky sheep 
have lice and ticks in addition to 
scab which is occasionaly found 
it will be necessary for farmers 
of the state to dip their animals 
immediately after sliearinpf if 
Xhey wish to keep them in the 



best possible condition, according 
to R. C. Miller, sheej) extension 
specialist from the College of Ag- 
riculture. Tobacco or nicotine 
dips have been found to be the 
best ones for controlling these 
sheep pests and should be used 
according to directions on the 
C(jntainer. One dipping will kill 
all the living lice and ticks but a 
second application will be neces- 
sary ten to fourteen days later lo 
kill those which hatch from the 
egg.s. After the old sheep are 
sheared lice and ticks will leave 
them and go to the lambs making 
it necessary to also dip them. 
The best practice to follow in 



the dipping operation is to use a 
dipping tank or vat. For a small 
flock a vat ten to 12 feet long, 
four feet deep and 1() Id 18 inches 
wido is suitable. The ordinary- 
hog dipping vat will answer llio 
:^n\c purpf)s<j, (^ne end nf llic 
tank should be perpendiculai 
while the other should have a 
cleated incline ?o that the ani- 
mals may chmb out. ' A few 
sheep may be dipped in an ordin- 
ary barrel. 

Individuals s^hould be kept in 
the solution two minutes and the 
head ducked just before the ani- 
mal emerges from the vat..

Rations Recommended 

For Sows and Litters 

Four rations wiiich have given 
good results in experiments are 
reconimended by animal husban- 
dry specialists at the College of 
Agriculture for the sow having a 
littcd of pigs. The first is com- 
posed of one part of corn and 
three parts of skim milk, the se- 
cond jof nine parts of corn and 
one part oi tankat^e and the third 
of equal parts of shipituti and 
corn. Corn, shipstuff and ground 
oats in equal parts make up the 
fourth ration. A full feed for 
the sow having a litter of pigs is 
about four per cent of her live 
weight in feed each day. 

.•\ good ration for young pigs 
is conip(ised of 4 pounds of corn, 
60 pounds of shijistuff and ten 
pounds of tankaf;e. A second 
one is composed <ii 3') pounds of 
corn. 30 pounds of shipstutY. 30 
pounds of ground oats and, 10 
pounds of tankage.

tency. If he is cofnpeteht. he 
should be retained in office so 
long as he measures up to the 
..pjK.rtunities and the obligations 
of his position. The constant oe- 
cline.in efliciency of ^thf P"Wi^ 
schools in Kentucky fof ^1?e last 
thirty rears iias been largely (lue 
to th?"lack of leadership, lack ol 
a permanent, progressive pro- 
gram of educational ])ohcy. I he 
position itself has declined in the 
oower that it exercises and in the 
respect in which it is held. 

Any system of education 
worthy of' Kentucky, worthy of 
Kentucky's six hundred .ind fitty 
thousand cliiUTren. necessarily in- 
cludes a unified authority outlin- 
ing and enforcing policies that 
comprehend the entire state. 
Kentucky has not lacked strong 
schoolmen, but the i)ositions that 
'.iiey held compelled them to 
think in terms of the particular 
h.-.^e of the work in which they 
were engaged. Each thought in 
term's of his particular instttu- 
_-on or of his panicular educa- 
tional unit. It is not expected nor 
desired that these tii*n shall cdfne 
to think less of tlieir particular 
work or ot their particular insti- 
tution, but that thfey^ shall comei 
to appreciate the relation ot this 
work (;r of thii^ institution to a?

CHINA'S GRANARIES 



Bubonic Sweeps Southward In 
Manchuria; Dead Donkey 
; Bririfs $2,as Food 



In a recent report from Charles R. 
Crane, U. S. IHnistfcr. to OiliM, to the 
American Committee Of thte Clii&a 
Famine Fund, it is stated, &at a Bu- 
bonic plague which a few months ago 
appeared in Nor3iera Jifanchuria, has 
crept southward HSMl it now threat- 
ens the main grain supply of China, 
which increases the burdens of tills 
woe4>eset nation. 

As fai- back as 1917, China'9 trou- 
bles began to multiply when the Yel- 
low River, always known as •'China's 
Sorrow," overflowed Its banks and 
swept the great provinces of ShantuBg 
end ShansL The crops were destroys 
ed and millions of persons made home- 
less. Floods are not unusnal in nortli 
China, but then came tbe great dtdtith 
anil not until last summer did the rain 
clouds conie between the dry brown 
earth and its tormenter — ^the sun.' 

Faced Peril in Sileiioe. 

But during these days, months and ' 
even years, when the food was gone. I 
C'bina did not raise her voice for help. 1 
The world did nut know of the great I 
tragedy In the Far East enacted on a 
parched stage with 45,060,000 famish- 
ed people as the actors. 

It scorned tliat at last their tro'ibles 
had ended when the green things be- 
gan to peep above the ground last sum- 
n:f'r. Then oanio tli;it old rneriy of 
n.anKind — locusts in droves, in clouds 
so thick tiiey ob.>;cure<d the liglit of sun 
descended as from nowhere, and al- 
most over night the earth was stripped 
of every living growing thing. The 
sta?e once more was a parched, brown, 
di-j' desert; but many of the actors 
had passed into the land 6f their an- 
cestors.

Plague Threatens Granaries. 

And now the plague threatens Chi- 
na's granaries. Unless the plague can 
be checked. Mr. Crane asserts, the ' 
granary relied vn for the relief of mil- j 
lions of famine tlctinn Jn Nortb China } 
will be cut off. 

"The situation is rendered more se- 
rious," writes Mr. Crane, "by the fact 
that Manchuria is literally crowded 
with foreign exiles. ' There are no 
fewer than 600,000 Russians who fled 
before tl Bolshevik executioners. 
2.':iO,('00 Koreans, and thousands of Chi- 
nese who formerly lived in Siberia, but 
who have been driven into Manchuria 
by the Red Armies. 

"Concerted efforts are being made 
in cities and towns along tbe Chinese 
Eastern Railway to cMBbat the plague, 
hospitals being established and the 
victims Isolated. Efforts also are un- 
der way to fight the source of the dis- 
ease — the rats that carry the germ. 
Tbeusands of persons already teve 
died, and bave been givbn hasty burial. 

Spells Doom For Millions. 

"If tlie grain supply of Manchuria 
Is cut off, tbe famine victims in Sban- 
tuntr, Cliihli, Honan, Shansi and .Sliensi 
will be doomed, Manchuria represen- 
tatives of the American Red Cress, the 
Cl!int.';-e tied ("ross and the Y. M. C. A. 
have inlnrmed the Peking tiuthorities 
of the danger and urged that grain 
bujing and shipments be hastened." 

In the famine area there are approx- 
imately 40,000,000 persons subsisting 
on dry leaves, bark and roots, and only 
through the speed of funds to obtain 
this grain before it is cot oif by the 
plague can these people be saved froth 
death by starvation. 

The raising of funds now, at the 
time when all efforts must be speedily 
put behind the work, is possible only 
through organizations in local commu- 
nities. The Rev. Dr. E. Y. Mullins, 
Chairman in Kentucky for the China 
Famine Fund, issued a call to persona 
in each cmnmaolty, in Kentucky to get 
together at once and form a local or- 
ganizatiOh for the solicitation of funds 
for these starving people before it is 
too late to save them. Through the 
China P'amine P^und money collected iu 
America is distributed to every Organ- 
ization in the famine district doing re- 
lief work. The task is too big for oae 
organization, the American Red Orofel 
reports. The lied Cross already tasi 
appropriated $1,000,000 and has a large 
force of workers in the fl^d. "It is a 
humanitarian .call," says Dr. MolUaa, 
'-'the need is treat and tbe time ele- 
ment is an Important faOito. iVtter- 
ever Conunlttees have nat fbhned 
within the eontln«s of tbis ^tate, aym- 
pathetic friends are Urged to foim their 
own committee and ask the htiadQUar- 
ters at Room 9.
